Professors. have been_ venturing 
outside of white-walled lecture halls 
to countries like Chile, India, Iran 
and Africa to teach English to other 
professors all over the globe. . 

Universities worldwide have start- 
ed teaching curriculum in English 
— either partially or entirely. Vari- 
ous reasons for this switch include 
improved graduate employment, in- 
ternational versatility and improve- 
ment of rankings of universities, 
according to a report by University 
World News. 

The Department of State’s Office 
of English Language Programs funds 
programs for particular universities 
in regions worldwide, including the 
English Language Fellows (ELF) 
program. 

As part of the ELF program, Lee- 
anne Langton of the English depart- 
ment is planning a 10-month voyage 
to East Africa in January. 

Langton, who is fluent in the 
Bantu: languages of Swahili and-a 
plethora of others, graduated from 


the University of California; Los 


Angeles with a bachelor’s degree in * 
linguistics, which she had always 
known was her passion. — = 

“Since I was a little girl, it was my. 
dream to teach: English in Africa,” 
Langton said. 

After graduation, Langton joined 
the Peace Corps to pursue her dream, 
through which she was sent to the 
Comoros Islands in East Africa to 
teach English as a second language.

according to the Rideshare website. 
Members submit their logs to the pro- 
gram each month.

and budgets, signed up for the program 
two years ago so he could earn rewards 
for his commute but said he wishes he 
had joined sooner.

The gas-break-gas-break from sitting 
in traffic is gone. Those stressors [are] 
removed from your commute, and you 
arrive at the work place well rested and 
ready to go.” 

Vice President for Academic Affairs 
Mary Stephens, who isn’t part of the 
rewards program, said since the intro- 
duction of U-pass, she has tried to take 
the bus as often as her schedule allows 
because. it gives her the opportunity to 
make use of her commute time. 


“I don’t have to worry about traf- 


fic or things: getting choked up, so it’s 
advantageous that way,’ Stephens 
said. “[Instead] you can do something 
while you're on the bus, like read or go 
through emails, so it’s actually a better 
use of time.”

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The seven-time Tour de 
France winner, who also 
started a cancer-fighting 
organization called 
Livestrong, stepped down 
from his post in the founda- 
tion Wednesday. The same 
day, several companies 
ended their endorsement 
deals with Armstrong. 


Lance Armstrong quits Livestrong post. 


Nike, Anheuser-Busch and other 
companies on Wednesday said they 
will end their endorsement deals 
with cycling great Lance Armstrong, 
a week after the U.S. Anti-Doping 
Agency released a report detailing 
allegations of widespread doping use 
by Armstrong and his teams. 

Nike had sponsored Armstrong 
since 1996. But the powerful shoe 
and sports apparel company dumped 
Armstrong as an endorser, effective 
immediately. 

“Due to the seemingly insurmount- 


- able evidence that Lance Armstrong 
participated in doping and misled Nike . 
- for more than a decade, it is with great 


sadness that we have terminated our 
contract with him,” Nike said in a state- 
ment. “Nike does not condone the use of 
illegal performance-enhancing drugs.” 
Anheuser-Busch announced it will 
end its deal with Armstrong as a Mi- 


chelob Ultra spokesman at year’s end. 
RadioShack, which sponsored Arm- 
strong’s cycling team, said through a 
spokesman Wednesday that it “has no 
current obligations with Lance-Arm- 
strong.” Additionally, Trek bicycles, 

a sponsor predating his run of Tour 


titles, ended its support, announcing it 


“is disappointed by the findings ..: in 
the USADA report.” 

Also Wednesday, Armstrong _ 
stepped down as chairman of his can- 
cer-fighting foundation, Livestrong. 

“He is no longer a viable figure in a 
marketing platform for anyone mov- 
ing forward,” said Paul Swangard, 
managing director of the University- 
of Oregon’s James H. Warsaw Sports 
Marketing Center. 

Swangard said the sponsors’ depar- 
tures mark a stark close to a “once- 
in-a-generation figure” who emerged 
from an obscure sport to become one 


of the top 20 endorsers in sports. 

One expert estimated Armstrong 
will suffer $30 million in lost earnings 
frem endorsements, along with missed 
public-speaking fees. 

“Tt was a great and-long ride for 
him,” Swangard said. “But I think the 
ride’s over.” 

_ Armstrong, 41, became a world- 
wide hero by overcoming testicular 
cancer and winning a record seven 
consecutive Tour de France titles from 
1999 to 2005. 

Although he was tailed by accusa- 
tions that his victories were fueled by 
performance-enhancing methods, Arm- 
strong cited hundreds of clean drug tests 
and denied eyer cheating to win. 

Armstrong’s agent and spokes- 
man did not immediately respond to 
questions from the Los Angeles Times 
Wednesday.

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If you were not one of the 
eight million people watch- 
ing Red Bull daredevil Felix 
Baumgartner free fall from 
space on Sunday, then you 
certainly missed out on some 
exciting entertainment. 

Baumgartner, who has been 
a daredevil for Red Bull since 

1988, 
broke 
he 
record 
for the. 
longest free fall ever performed 
by man. At an estimated 24 
miles above the Earth’s surface 
and racing to the ground at a top 
speed of 834 mph, Baumgartner 
broke the sound barrier and 
smashed the record that was 
formally held by Colonel Joseph 
Kittinger, who fell from 19 
miles above the Earth’s surface. 

As the person who held the 
record for 52 years, it was only fit- 
ting that he had the honor of being 
Baumgartner’s project adviser. 

Millions of people gathered 
around their computers to 
watch the historic event online, 
and despite a few moments of 
panic when Baumgartner went 
into a death spin, the jump was 
executed as well as it had been 
planned. 

Due to his heroic feat, 
Baumgartner has become an 
instant celebrity and rightfully so. 

Not many people would risk 
their lives jumping from the edge 
of the Earth’s atmosphere all in 
the name of an energy drink. 

Baumgartner’s jump serves 
as an example of humanity’s 
desire to still push the limits of

‘The Loneliest Planet’ is slow but engaging | 


The film explores the nature 
of relationships and love.

The strange and experimental new film “The Lone- 
liest Planet,” from director and writer Julia Loktev 
(“Day Night Day. Night”), uses memories of Loktev’s 
parents and the beautiful Georgian landscape to ar- 
ticulate a story about a young engaged couple travei- 
ing through Russia and toward Georgia. 

In the film, Alex (Gael Garcia Bernal) and Nica 
(Hani Furstenberg) are two characters who are in- 
fatuated with one another and have an innate love of 
the outdoors and a passion for exploration. 

Though they rarely. speak throughout the film, the 
audience learns about Alex and Nica through their 
actions, expressions,-body language and overall pres- 
ence. This is one of the more unique aspects of the 
film, as it challenges the audience to gather their own 
field notes on the setting, characters and their interac- 
tions. 

The dialogue in the film is few and far eee 
focusing more on the sounds of nature and the char- 
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acter’s physical, emotional and nonverbal communi- 
cation styles. 

In the film, the“couple hires a native tour guide, 
Dato (Bidzina Gujabidze), to lead them through the 
breezy terrain while they practice conjugating their 
Russian verbs as part of a game they play to master 
the language. The Georgian dialogue in the film is 
not subtitled, which places the audience in the shoes 
of the characters, who also don’t speak the language. 

As the tour goes on, the couple speaks less and less 
to each other until a traumatic event takes place during 
their trip, forcing the young couple to reevaluate their 
love and everything they know about each other. 

Inti Briones, director of photography, uses space 
and open areas to emphasize the mood of the story 
in that scene. This is essential because the film actu- 
ally has very little plot, and most of what’s going on

needs to be extrapolated from isbals alone. 

Briones illustrates an emotional distance by pan- 
ning out the characters and showcasing their physical 
distance. This contrasts their feelings with their over- 
all presence, allowing the audience to fully absorb 
the intensity of the moment and the storyline. While 
Alex, Nica and Dato explore through rocks and rain, 
they are exposed to different layers of themselves and 
each other. 

Some moviegoers would argue that one of the most 
enticing aspects of a film is not knowing what to ex- 
pect. While a little bit of ambiguity is bearable and 
most audience members can gauge motives and plot 
lines, Loktev is asking her audience to build the story 


“themselves. 


Because of its attention to the difference in com- 
municative styles, this film is more than a love story. 
It integrates emotion, gender, culture, lust and self- 
actualization through different channels and lets the 
audience take on the responsibility of filling in the 
blanks. 

Although not recommended for a date, “The Lone- 
liest Planet” is strongly recommended for a theory or 
analysis course. The film is very experimental and 
excels at painting humans to be constructs of interde- 
pendency and curiosity. : : 

“The Loneliest Planet” is set for limited release on 
Oct. 26. The film will also be available nationwide via 
Sundance Selects’ on demand platform.

against Cal State Fullerton. 

It was the potential loss of yet an- 
other two starters to injury. 

Junior setter Tara Roenicke sprained 
her ankle during the first set of Satur- 
day night’s loss and junior outside hit- 
ter Delainey Aigner-Swesey later in- 
jured her hand. Both players remained 
in the match, but Roenicke’s movement 
was visibly limited the rest of the night. 

“Think about how brave Tara was,” 
head coach Brian Gimmillaro said. 
“We tried to adjust lineups in the game 
so she didn’t have to run as much. That 
was pretty tough that she stayed in the 
game.” 

Neither player has- practiced this 
week, and both are doubtful for the 
49ers’ (10-9, 5-3 Big West Conference) 
road match against UC Irvine (9-14, 4-4 
Big West) on Saturday night. 

If the two juniors are unable to play,

The senior outside hitter is third 
in the Big West in total kills and also 
ranks third in kills per set with an aver- 
age of 4.1. 

UCI senior setter Marissa Alvarez 
averages 10.32 assists per set, which is 
good for third-best in the conference as 
well. This may be the biggest Anteater 


advantage if Roenicke is unable to play, 
as she is second in the Big West in the 
same category with an average of 10.34 
assists per frame. 

After splitting two matches last 
weekend, LBSU remains in second 
place in the conference, trailing only 
No. 9 Hawaii (15-2, 8-0 Big West). The 
Beach will host the Rainbow Wahine 
on Oct. 26 at 7 p.m.
